Article T cafes of violence on the perfons 

10, or property of the individuals of 
either party, neither retaliation nor reprifal 
fhall be committed by the other, until fatis- 
faction fhall have been demanded of the par- 
ty of which the agereffor is, and mall have 
been refufed, 

Art, it. The Creeks thali give notice to 
the citizens of the United States of any de- 
figas, which they may know, or fufpeé& to 
be formed inany neighboring tribe, or by 
any perfon whatever, againft the peace and 
intereft of the United States. 

Art, 12. That the Creek nation may be 
led to a greater degree of civilization, and to 
become herdfmen and cultivators inftead of 
remaining in a ftate of hunters; the United 
States wil) from time to time furnifh gratui- 
toufly the faid nation with ufeful domeftic 
animals and implements of hufbandry. And 
Further to affift che faid nation in fo defirable 
a purfuit, and at the fame time to eftablifh a 
certain mode of communication, the United 
States will fend fuch and fo many perfons to 
refide in faid nation as they may judge pro- 
per, and not exceeding four in number, who 
fhall qualify chemfelves to a& as interpreters. 
Thefe perfons fhall have lands affigned them 
by the Creeks for cultivation, for themfel ves 
and their fucceffors in office; but they fhall 
be precluded exercifing any kind of traffic. 

Art, 13. All animolities for paft grievance 
es fhall henceforth ceafe, andthe contracting 
parties will carry the foregoing treaty into 
full execution, with all good faith and fince- 
rity.

dee of that kingdom, by birth of the firit 
clafs. The englith fleet confifted of x7 fhips 
of the line, with 4 fifties, and 3 fortyfours, 
which were feveral times during the engage- 
ment drawn into the fine of battle. The 
{panith fquadron confitted of 18 line of bat- 
tlefhips, the {mallet of which did not carry 
Jefs than 84 guns, with metal of enormous 
weight, 6 fixtyfours, and 8 fifties, befides 
frigates, xebecs, &c. The engagement be- 
gan at tem a, m. and continued until the fit- 
ting fun.
